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electronic message that is addressed to the first terminal device to be 
transmitted to the wireless term^al device upon a determination of a status of 
the common user at the first termmal device.

(Amended) The integrated messaging system of claim 1 wherein the status of the 
common user comprises a level of user activity at the first terminal device. 

(Amended) The integrated messaging system\of claim 1 wherein the electronic 
message delivered to the first terminal is transmitted to the wireless terminal 
device after the passage of a predetermined amount of time during which the 
electronic message has not been opened. 

5. (Amended) The integrated messaging system of claim 1 wherein the scripting 
agent causes the electronic message to be transmittedvto the wireless terminal 
device upon a determination of substantially no user ac^tivity at the first terminal 

device. 

6. The integrated messaging system of claim 1 wherein the scripting agent creates a 
simimary of the electronic message and causes the summary to be transmitted to 
the wireless terminal device in accordance with a user profile. 

7. The integrated messaging system of claim 6, wherein the scripting agent provides 
the electronic message upon receiving a request for the electronic message fi'om 
the wireless terminal device. 



8. (Amended) A method for managing cbmmunications between at least two 
^ V terminal devices associated with a commola^ser comprising a first terminal 

device and a second terminal device, wherein at least the second terminal device 
1^ \/ is a wireless terminal device, the communication r^nagement method comprising 
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the steps of: 

receiving an^ectronic message addressed to the first terminal 
device; and 

transmitting the el^tronic message to the wireless terminal device 
upon a determination of a sta^s of the common user at the first terminal 
device. 

9. (Amended) The communications manag^ent method of claim 8, further 
comprising monitoring the status of the common user. 

10. (Amended) The communications management method of claim 8, wherein the 
status comprises a level of user activity at the first terminal device. 

1 1 . The communications management method of claim 8 further comprising: 

transmitting the electronic message to the wireless terminal device 
after the passage of a predetermined amount of time during which the 
electronic message has not been opened at the first terminal device.
